salve the treasure of the Lusitania, j 
variously estimated at from one mil-] 
lion to several millions of dollars in' 
money, jewelry and other valuables,' 
Ijing beneath the waves eight miles! 
oa the Irish coast, are being made 
secretly in this city. 
! 


The attempt may be made early 


next spring by one salving firm, iid 
there may be others, including an 
English company, as the Lusitan.a 
is, to use a sporting phrase, "Any- 
body's pigeon." 


It is known that negotiations are 


proceeding with the English under- 
writers by one firm here, and that 
all available data 
concerning the 


position and condition of the sunken 
'steamship, including 
the depth of 


water, temperature, 
currents and 


generally prevailing conditions, are 
being collected. 


The information acquired during 


the past few months has now led to 
a confidence that what treasure there 
is in the strong room, passengers' 
cabins and baggage holds can with 
a reasonable amount of luck be re- 
trieved. 


The possibility of actually salving 


the vessel itself and beaching her 
on the Irish coast has been consider- 
ed tentatively. 
The main deterrent 


is not the size but the condition of 
the vessel, and also the question of 
how much of her was left intact by 
the explosion of the torpedo which 
sent her to the bottom with a thou- 
sand victims in May, 1915. Never- 
theless, when diving operations are 
begun in the spring,

York World

Are the municipal 
ownership advocates going to put the city 
to great expense for special elections to vote 
on the purchase of various utilities and pri- 
vate institutions? 


If so, how can it help hurting Lima? If 


manufacturers and business men contem- 
plate that their business may be made the 
target of an initiative campaign, what in- 
centive ^ill they have to come ot Lima? 
Will they not feel that Lima is a poor place 
to stail out in business, because snmo group 
may start a petition to IKIA e the cit) buy 
them out? 


The spirit of the United States has al- 


ways been to encourage development by re- 
fusing to tie the hands of legitimate busi- 
ness. But now Lima finds that one small 
group has started a fight against a public 
utility company simply to get at another. 
If they get by with the first one, how long 
will it be before another one starts?
